AGRICULTURAL REPORT. 

From Ma^, 20, till June 20. 

SwcE last report, the weather from being extremely hot, changed to wet, c(dd, axui 
tempestuous, unusual at this season. 

The crops on poor or light soils, which were suffering from the want of moistute, 
■•ave been rather improved by the rain, and the general appearance indicates a toler- 
able pp^duce. 

Wheat in particular, looks well, the late sown crops, which at the beginuiqg of the 
season appeared thin, have come forward beyond expectation. 

In some districts where the land is fiat, there are complaint^ of the potatoes; having 
suffered by the late heavy rains, which rotted the seta in the d^lls. If fermets would 
get more into t^e practice of making thi^ drill furrow very shallpw, they wduld seldom 
suffer by wet \^eather, .ind the quality of their potatoes would be greatly impioved by 
it ; the writer of this report, has been ma^y years in the habit of doing so, and ex- 
perienced the best effects from ^be practice. To a defect in this resp<Kt ia principal- 
ly to be attributed the difference between the quality of potatoes r^seq in the drill an<i 
lazy bed way, so much coroplaiqed of. 

Great complaii\ts of the flax crops are made over the whole country ; and with too 
much justice ; the prospect of a scatcity of that article never appeared so great as at 
the present moi^ent ; last year's crop was a bad one, and flajt is now so scarce and dea^ 
that >t is supposed there are not more than one half of thie spinners en^Joyed at thf 
wheel.

If the politician have to complain of blunders in the general mode ofconiloctitig'the 
war, commercial men have no less reason toi complain of the mode of carrying on the 
war against trai& : and prohably tlie errors in both cases may be traced in a consider- 
able degree to the ]^pple, without exclusively confining the blame to administration.— 
It is generally confiised on all hands that the business of flax-seed has been miserably 
mismanaged this year. The British orders in council, roused the Americans to lay an 
embargo on thei^ trade, and of course to prevent the exportation of flax-aeed from 
that country. Tfie internal restrictions on the trade of Russia, and Holland, likewise 
prevented our receiving a supply fropi those countries. In the prospect of these diffi- 
culties a meeting of linen drapers was invited' to assembla at Armagh for the purpose 
of petitioning the executive and legfelatur^^oififord substantia relieif by acting so to- 
wards America, as to induce her government to rescind ^he embargo ; aijd by prudent 
and well timed concession remove the difficulties, which obstructed a full supply from 
that quarter.
